Building  Aid  Upped  $15,000 

Showing  Its  sympathy  with  the 
many  churches  over  the  state  that 
are  planning  larger  and  better  church 
plants,  the  Board  raised  the  Church 
Building  Aid  fund  from  $25,000  which 
was  suggested  by  the  Budget  Commit¬ 
tee  to  $40,000.

Reasons  For  Going  To  Church 

By  THEODORE  ROOSEVELT 

1.  A  churchless  community,  where 
men  have  abandoned,  scoffed  at  or 
Ignored  their  religious  needs.  Is  a 
community  on  the  rhpld  down-grade. 

2.  Church  work  and  church  atten¬ 
dance  mean  the  cultivation  of  the 
habit  of  feeling  some  responsibility 
for  others. 

3.  There  are  enough  holidays  for 
most  of  us.  Therefore,  on  Sundays  go 
to  church. 

4.  Yes,  I  know  all  the  excuses.  I 
know  that  one  can  worship  the  Crea¬ 
tor  In  a  grove  of  trees,  or  by  a  run¬ 
ning  brook,  or  in  one’s  own  home, 
just  as  well  as  In  a  church.  But  I  also 
know  as  a  matter  of  cold  fact  that 
the  average  man  does  not  thus  wor¬ 
ship. 

5.  One  may  not  hear  a  good  ser¬ 
mon  at  church.  One  will  hew  a  ser¬ 
mon  by  a  good  man  who,  with  his 
good  wife,  is  engaged  all  week  In  mak¬ 
ing  hard  lives  a  little  easier. 

6.  One  will  listen  to  and  take  part 
In  reading  some  beautiful  passages 
from  the  Bible.  If  a  person  Is  not 
familiar  with  the  Bible  he  has  suf¬ 
fered  a  loss. 

7.  One  will  take  part  In  singing 
some  good  hymns. 

8.  One  will  meet  and  nod  or  speak 
to  good,  quiet  neighbors.  He  will  come 
away  feeling  a  little  more  charitable 
toward  all  the  world,  even  toward 
those  excessively  foolish  young  men 
who  regard  church-going  as  a  soft 
performance. 

9.  I  advocate  a  man's  joining  in 
church  work  for  the  sake  of  showing 
his  faith  by  his  works.

Virginia  Wingo.  director)  is  over  $200. 
A  group  of  ladies  have  given  a  much 
needed  typewriter  to  the  Zurich  Sem¬ 
inary  and  books  are  now  being  col¬ 
lected  for  their  library.  Arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  to  bring  more 
than  a  dozen  displaced  Baptists  to 
America.  Shipments  of  food  and 
clothing  have  been  sent  to  other 
needy  Europeans.

Denver  Paper  'Startled*  By 
Big  Church  Affiliation 

DENVER,  Colo.— (RNS»— Prelimi¬ 
nary  results  of  a  church  census  con¬ 
ducted  here  Indicate  that  three  out 
of  every  four  Denver  residents  have 
some  sort  of  church  affiliation. 

Conducted  by  the  Denver  Council 
of  Churches  and  the  National  Chris¬ 
tian  Teaching  Mission,  the  census  re¬ 
veals  that  about  300.000  persons  have 
present  or  prospective  links  with  some 
346  churches  in  the  city. 

The  Rocky  Mountain  News,  local 
dally,  said  It  was  “startled"  at  the 
high  proportion  of  residents  who  In¬ 
dicated  a  church  affiliation. 

Ia  a  story  headlined  “News  Will 
Tell  Story  ot  Denver  Churches.1*  the 
paper  declared;  “The  startling  figures 
disclosed  during  the  past  week  In  the 
ehnreh  census  of  the  city  give  the  lie 
Is  the  contentions  of  a  godless  age 
and  declining  church  influence.” 

It  reported  that  some  quarters  be¬ 
lieved  Denver,  with  one  church  for 
every  1.127  Inhabitants,  might  have 
"No.  1  per  capita  ranking  for  the  na¬ 
tion." 

About  8,000  volunteers  took  the  cen¬ 
sus.  which  was  designed  to  lead  local 
churches  to  a  self-study  of  their 
needs,  to  an  expansion  of  their  famill- 
tleg  and  to  program  enlargement  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  population.  The 
census  was  sponsored  by  129  Protes¬ 
tant  churches  In  the  city.

Thr  minute  of  the  t  onvrntlon  Board 
U  this  Ume  have  not  been  typed  and 
put  in  onr  hudi.  Tht  Slate  Mlasioa 
budget  b  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
Mississippi  Baptist  life.  That  we  know 
to  be  true.  The  basic  budget  figure  was 
right  at  ttl3,M.  In  addition  U  that 
$15,900  additional  help  for  building  aid 
was  voted  by  the  Convention  Board. 
The  brethren  realised  that  a  flood  of 
postwar  church  building  was  taking 
place.  While  the  churches  had  a  mind 
to  build  they  should  be  helped  with  mon¬ 
ey  on  hand.  In  addition  to  that,  K.OB 
was  voted  to  each  of  three  college 
churches  located  at  Wesson,  Hatties¬ 
burg.  and  Summit.  These  and  some 
smaller  Items  were  voted  from  the  SUte 
Mission  surplus  now  on  hand  or  held 
in  a  $50,000  State  Mission  Reserve  ac¬ 
count.  It  was  felt  that  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tists  di  {  not  give  these  monies  to  rest 
in  a  cold  bank  account  but  rather  to 
help  In  the  work  of  Christ  as  needed.

For  the  first  few  years  not  only  was 
the  Convention  Board  office  expense 
along  with  promotional  expense  included 
but  W.  M.  1).  office  expense,  losses  on 
the  Baptist  Record,  and  Christian  Edu- 
eation  debt  paying  expenses  were  includ¬ 
ed.  Considering  that  these  five  items 
were  included  from  about  1939  to  1942 
and  1946  it  is  amasing  that  the  figures 
were  kept  so  low.  Along  with  others  we 
slaved  and  served  and  sweated  and 
saved  to  keep  these  overhead  figures 
low.  In  1942  we  got  rid  of  Baptist  Record 
losses  that  had  been  carried  in  this 
item.  In  1946  we  got  rid  of  debt  paying 
campaign  expenses. 

Through  1947,  despite  great  expansion 
in  our  work  which  called  for  extra  book¬ 
keepers  and  extra  promotional  expense, 
we  still  kept  the  figufe  comparatively 
low. 

Then  some  wanted  to  Introduce  some 
things  which  they  believed  to  be  econo¬ 
mies.  Changes  were  made.  In  1948,  for  the 
first  time,  overhead  went  above  the 
$56,808  mark.  More  radical  changes  were 
made  that  cost  Mississippi  Baptists 
$31,000  In  overhead  expense.  Despite  the 
costs  the  changes  Usted  good  to  a  few 
people  and  others  went  along  for  the  skke 
ml  harmony.  Other  changes  were  made 
and  a  pattern  set  that  jumped  overhead 
$27,000  more  In  budgeted  Items  for  1950. 

Let  us  say  that  the  budget  commit¬ 
tees  are  not  responsible  for  they  had 
U  follow  the  pattern  set. 

It  is  heartbreaking  to  us  after  we  had 
slaved  away  through  the  years  keeping 
this  item  at  a  comparatively  low  figure. 

The  one  optimistic  thing  to  us  Is  that 
the  Convention  Board  manifested  a 
strong  sensible  spirit  which  we  believe 
will  in  another  year  start  reducing  this 
altogether  too  high  overhead  figure.  It 
can  be  done.  It  should  be  done  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ.  While  we  were  for  keep¬ 
ing  this  figure  low,  we  were  for  keeping 
State  Mission  support  at  the  highest  pos¬ 
sible  level  in  meeting  the  needs  and 
calls  all  about  ns.  We  were  also  in 
favor  of  the  Urgent  possible  monies  Row¬ 


ing  to  all  other  causes. 

Ill 

I  want  to  hnmhly.  happily  and  grate¬ 
fully  express  appreciation  to  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  members  aa  I  think  of 
being  re-elected  as  Executive  Secretary 
for  the  twelfth  year.  I  stated  repeatedly 
to  the  Convent! so  Board:  first,  that  I 
was  not  a  candidate  for  the  position; 
and.  second,  that  they  go  ahead  and 
nominate  and  elect  someone  else.  I  told 
them  later  in  the  meeting  I  loved  them 
for  the  magnanimous  way  they  had  act¬ 
ed  in  the  matter.  1  shall  try  to  continue 
to  be  faithful  in  the  future  as  in  the 
past.  If  God  continues  to  bless  His  work, 
saving  the  lost,  and  making  the  saved 
to  be  good  and  true,  I  will  be  happy. 

He  will  do  that  as  He  is  allowed  right- 
of-way  in  the  hearts  of  all  HU  people’.

la  challenging  the  Convention  Board 
not  to  violate  the  beautiful  spirit  mani¬ 
fested  Tuesday  evening  in  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Convention  we  reminded 
them  that  divisions  have  too  often  hound¬ 
ed  Mississippi  Baptist  life.  It  was  noted 
Dial  years  ago  we  sat  until  midnight 
and  past  in  a  Convention  session  at 
First  Baptist  Church,  Canton.  The  de¬ 
bate  continued.  Some  years  later  the 
Convention  met  in  Philadelphia  where 
squabbling  over  college  issues  contin¬ 
ued.  We  were  not  at  the  famous  Newton 
Convention  years  ago  but  attendanU  told 
us  it  was  a  rough  affair  with  the  Orphan¬ 
age  as  the  issue.  Some  laymen  told  us 
because  of  that  session  they  never  in¬ 
tended  to  attend  another  session  of  the 
Convention.  We  did  not  attend  a  Tupelo 
Convention  years  ago  but  we  heard  bit¬ 
ter  reflections  from  it.  A  great  layman 
from  Jones  County  wrote  us  the  other 
day  he  was  glad  a  Christian  spirit  char¬ 
acterised  the  recent  Convention  rather 
than  the  spirit  of  strife  that  character¬ 
ized  a  Laurel  Convention  a  number  of 
years  ago. 

We  stated  to  the  Board  that  for 
twenty-three  years  as  a  pastor  we  never 
made  a  motion  nor  seconded  a  motion 
nor  did  we  speak  to  a  motion  on  the  floor 
of  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention. 
The  reason  being  that  we  had  so  often 
times  seen  much  that  was  not  in  the 
spirit  of  Christ  manifest  on  that  floor. 

Some  may  laugh  over  the  vulgar  story 
about  animals  fighting  but  just  the  same 
Jesus  did  not  bathe  His  body  in  His  own 
blood  on  the  Crons  for  His  people  to 
act  that  way.  Read  all  of  I  Corinthians. 

One  thing  that  has  put  a  song  in  our 
hearts  for  eight  or  nine  years  of  these 
eleven  years  has  been  the  fact  that  for 
eight  or  nine  of  the  eleven  years  we 
have  seen  a  love,  a  harmony,  and  co¬ 
operation  in  Mississippi  Baptist  life  we 
had  not  seen  for  any  length  of  time  in 
the  past.  That  is  one  big  reason  God 
has  blessed  us  over  and  over  again.  His 
Book  again  and  again  classifies  hate  and 
similar  sins  along  with  liquor,  license 
and  other  egregious  sins.  Read  all  five 
chapters  of  I  John.

Dr.  Frank  H.  Leavell 
Passes  In  Nashville 

Was  Soutiiside  Student  Sec  y. 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —  (BP)  —  Dr. 
Frank  Hartwell  leavell,  86,  secre¬ 
tary  In  charge  of  the  Baptist  Student 
Union  Department  for  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  died  at  his  home 
here,  Wednesday  morning,  December 
7.  Dr.  Leavell  became  ill  Tuesday 
night  after  working  as  usual  In  his 
office  Tuesday.  His  death  was  attri¬ 
buted  to  a  heart  ailment. 

Funeral  services,  held  at  the  First 
Church  here,  were  conducted  by  his 
brother,  Dr.  Roland  Q  Leavell,  presi¬ 
dent  of  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  Dr.  W.  F.  Powell, 
pastor,  and  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb,  execu¬ 
tive-secretary  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board.  Burial  was  at  Dr.  Lea- 
veil's  birthplace.  Oxford,  Miss 

Dr.  l-eavell  received  his  early  edu¬ 
cation  at  Oxford,  his  bachelor’s  de¬ 
gree  at  the  University  of  Mississippi, 
and  a  master’s  degree  at  Columbia 
University.  He  also  studied  at  Harvard 
University  Law  School  and  held  hon¬ 
orary  degrees  of  LLD  from  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  and  L.HD.  from  Baylor 
University. 

A  member  of  the  executive  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 
since  1934,.  Dr.  Leavell  had  been  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  youth  committee  of  the 
organization  since  1931.  He  had  been 
connected  with  church  student  work 
for  27  years  and  came  here  In  1928 
from  a  similar  post  In  Memphis.  Be¬ 
fore  his  assignment  to  student  work 
with  the  Convention,  he  was  In 
charge  of  Baptist  Training  Union 
work  In  Georgia,  with  headquarters 
at  Atlanta.  He  was  secretary  of  the 
Oeorgia  State  Baptist  Young  People’s 
Union  from  1913  to  1922. 

In  1922,  Dr.  Leavell  became  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Inter-Board 
Commission  of  the  Convention,  and 
held  the  post  until  he  came  here.  At 
one  time  he  served  as  secretary  of 
the  Convention’s  Education  Commis¬ 
sion  and  member  of  the  World  Bap¬ 
tist  Young  People’s  Union.  He  had 
also  served  as  a  member  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Commission  of  Church -Related 
Colleges  and  the  National  Commis¬ 
sion  on  University  Work  since  1935. 
Before  entering  Baptist  Student  work 
he  taught  at  Mercer  University  at 
Macon.  Ga. 

He  was  a  deacon  in  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Churuh  and  a  member  of  the 
Rotary  Club  and  Sigma  Chi  fratern¬ 
ity. 

His  wife,  the  former  Miss  Martha 
Maria  Boone,  of  Memphis,  survives 
him.  Other  survivors  Include  two 
daughters.  Miss  Mary  Martha  Leavell 
of  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Mrs.  John  P. 
Newport  of  Waco,  Tex.;  a  son,  Frank 
H.  Leavell,  Jr.,  who  Is  a  senior  at 
Baylor  University;  five  brothers;  and 
two  grand  children.

Judge  Morris  said  he  could  not 
agree  with  the  tax  assessor  that  the 
book  store  and  lots  served  no  religious 
purpose. 

“The  book  store  Is  an  Integral  part 
of  the  Baptist  organization  for  the 
Church’s  welfare  in  Oklahoma,"  he 
said,  adding  that  to  tax  the  property 
would  be  a  violation  of  the  state's 
constitution.

crown." 

Today  the  crowd  is  not  m  com¬ 
pletely  unaware  of  the  preacher's 
presence.  In  fact,  some  who  ignored 
the  role  of  the  preacher  a  decade  ago 
are  now  railing  upon  him  for  help. 
This  is  due  to  their  recognition  of 
man's  possession  of  destructive  pow¬ 
ers  greater  than  hk  ability  to  disci¬ 
pline  himself.  The  most  disturbed 
men  of  this  era  are  those  whose 
scientific  genitas  ashered  it  in  Their 
warnings  as  to  what  could  happen 
ta  ns  sound  like  the  speeches  of  Is¬ 
rael's  ancient  prophets.  Thus  the 
ministry  is  being  called  upon  to  give 
man  information  as  to  how  great 
power  can  be  employed  for  construc¬ 
tive  ends.  The  preacher  is  being  rec¬ 
ognised  as  indispensable. 

As  W.  T.  Conner  has  put  it.  "Tt  has 
come  to  pass  again  that  men  are  not 
ashamed  to  be  known  as  theologians.” 
Our  present  fear  is  not  of  organic  na¬ 
ture  but  human  nature,  not  of  atomic 
energy  but  human  treachery.  It  has 
been  pointed  out  that  we  have  learned 
ta  fly  through  the  air  like  birds  and 
swim  under  the  sea  like  fish.  Now  we 
need  to  learn  to  walk  on  the  earth 
like  men. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
groups  that  are  today  emphasizing 
the  imminent  return  of  Christ  are  the 
groups  that  are  growing  the  fastest. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  danger  for 
Southern  Baptists  in  the  current  mil¬ 
lennial  controversy  is  net  that  we 
shall  split  and  become  two  or  more 
distinct  groups,  making  some  view  of 
the  millennium  a  test  of  fellowship; 
nor  is  it  that  an  attempt  shall  be 
made  by  some  to  escape  social  respon¬ 
sibility  through  the  port  hole  of  a 
grotesque  eschatology.  It  is  rather 
that  the  main  body  of  oar  denomi¬ 
national  life  shall  react  against  all 
groups  who  make  a  specific  view  of 
the  millennium  a  key  to  understand¬ 
ing  Scripture,  and  fail  to  give  dae 
emphasis  to  the  doctrine  of  an  im¬ 
minent  return. 

Any  legislation  designed  to  outlaw 
that  which  endangers  and  degrades 
human  personality  should  be  encour¬ 
aged.  The  ministry  should  lead  the 
battle  for  social  Justice. 

It  Is  highly  significant  that  these 
|  clamoring  the  loudest  for  social  leg¬ 
islation  are  the  very  ones  who  have 
the  least  Gospel  to  preach.  Their  goal 
has  been  worthy  but  their  means 
questionable.  Higher  criticism  has 
dulled  the  cutting  edge  of  their 
sword,  and  now  they  stand  before  the 
enemv  afraid  and  cry  for  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  come  to  their  rescue  by  per¬ 
forming  their  task  for  them.  Peeling 
the  chill  of  death  approaching,  they 
would  sleep  together  in  a  common 
denominational  bed  and  pull  up  the 
•overs  of  Government  In  the  hope  of 
prolonging  life. 

Christianity  stands  or  falls,  lives 
or  dies  with  Its  preaching.  The  mod¬ 
ern  preacher  is  so  overwhelmed  with 
priestly  duties  that  he  has  little  time 
for  his  prophetic  function.  Denoml-

Dwcade  Swes  Greet  Increase  SALOON  KEEPERS  SEEK 
In’ Coverage  Ot  Racial  Newt  OUSTER  OF  MINISTER 

ATLANTA.  Ga— iBP»— The  past 
ten  years  have  seen  a  marked  im¬ 
provement  in  the  coverage  of  racial 
news  by  Southern  newspapers,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  report  of  the  Southern 
Regional  Council,  which  has  head¬ 
quarters  here. 

“The  people  of  the  region,  through 
the  news  and  editorial  columns  of 
their  hometown  papers,  have  been 
made  immensely  more  concerned  with 
all  aspects  of  the  so-called  ‘Negro 
problem.’ 

Ten  years  ago.  it  could  be  charged 
with  some- Justice  that  most  news¬ 
papers  ignored  the  Negro,  except  for 
his  crimes.  Today  that  charge  no 
longer  holds.  Successive  court  deci¬ 
sions  affecting  the  Negro’s  status  In 
politics  and  education;  the  President’s 
appeal  for  a  civil  rights  program  and 
the  controversy  it  has  brought  about; 
the  Impact  on  the  national  conscience 
of  Negroes  segregated  In  military 

Despite  the  objections.  Mr.  Glbblns 
national  promotion,  church  admin-  t,  continuing  his  campaign, 
istration  and  pastoral  counselling 
make  such  demands  that  there  Is  lit¬ 
tle  time  and  energy  for  the  major 
task  of  preaching.  A  sermon  borrowed 
a  volume  of  the  Broadman  Press  Sat¬ 
urday  night  will  not  set  hearts  on  ftre 
Sunday  morning.  The  passing  off  of 
borrowed  ideas  as  though  they  were 
the  conviction  of  one's  own  soul  Is  a 
form  of  hypocrisy.  The  ministry  needs 
time  to  acquaint  Itself  again  with  the 
word  of  God  so  as  to  be  able  to  go 
before  the  people  with  “thus  salth 
the  Lord  to  me.” 

Effective  preaching  will  be  opti¬ 
mistic.  Early  Christian  preaching  was 
optimistic.  It‘~told  of  how  God  had 
broken  into  history  In  the  Person  of 
Jesus  Christ,  died  for  sin  and  defeated 
death,  and  finally  returned  to  glory 
with  a  promise  to  gather  His  follow¬ 
ers  unto  himself  at  the  end  of  the 
age.  In  that  hope  Christianity  went 
forward,  overcoming  enemies  within 
and  without. 

So  here  we  stand  between  two 
worlds — one  dying,  and  the  other 
aborning.  This  could  be  the  Golden 
Age  mt  preaching.  It  could  be  the  oc¬ 
casion  of  the  ministry’s  greatest

Mr.  Wright,  who  is  now  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  President  of  the  John 
Hancock  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  and  a  former  dean  of  Harvard 
School  of  Business,  spoke  at  an  eve¬ 
ning  Forum  of  a  conference  of  "The 
Church  and  Economic  Lite”  at  Har¬ 
vard. 

In  connection  with  his  assertion 
that  we  as  a  nation  must  reaffirm 
our  national  faith  or  leee  It,  Mr. 
Wright  said  he  had  heard  recently  of 
a  plan  of  dotng  Just  that.  Then  he 
read  slowly  and  distinctly  to  his  audi¬ 
ence  the  three  sections  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  Amendment  Resolution  which  Is 
now  before  Congress: 

fH.  J.  Res.  181.  Sec  1,  This  nation 
devoutly  recognises  the  Authority  and 
Law  of  Jesus  Christ,  Saviour  and  Rul¬ 
er  of  nations,  through  Whom  are  be¬ 
stowed  the  hi  swings  of  Almighty 
God.) 

‘This  Resolution.”  Mr.  Wright  said. 
"Is  simple,  straightforward  and  to  the 
point;  the  qualifying  sections  are 
moat  fair  to  everyone.  It  is  a  rational 
statement  of  a  basic  tenet  of  our  de¬ 
mocracy.  There  is  a  need  for  a  return 
to  the  point  where  we  will  take  a 
stand  on  this  issue.  This  amendment 
is  a  good  step  toward  a  return  to 
national  faith  in  Ood." 

Mr.  Wright  has  been  active  in  the 
group  which  is  urging  that  a  Prayer 
Room  be  provided  in  the  new  UN 
Building  and  that  a  two-minute  per¬ 
iod  mt  silence  be  authorised  before 
each  major  session. 


service;  the  national  and  Internation¬ 
al  publicity  given  lynching*  and  other 
racial  Incidents  which  used  to  be  of 
exclusively  sectional  concern;  the 
spectacular  achievements  of  individ¬ 
ual  Negoes  like  Ralph  Bunche  and 
Alice  Coachman — these  trends  and 
events  have  been  news  in  the  fullest 
sense  of  the  word.  No  newspaper 
eenld  Ignore  them  and  still  pretend 
to  be  a  newspaper. 

Tt  should  be  said  also  that  most 
Southern  newspaper*  have  reported 
the  big  events,  the  larger  Issues,  in 
a  fashion  reasonably  consistent  with 
the  beat  traditions  of  American  Jour¬ 
nalism.  News  stories  have  been  played 
straight.  Editorials  have  been  Increas¬ 
ingly  honest  and  calm  In  tone,  if  not 
always  well-reasoned.  When  the  news¬ 
papers  have  failed  to  give  their  read¬ 
ers  the  truth,  it  has  been  more  often 
through  omission  than  commission. 
It  is  a  rare  thing  today  to  find  among 
nonventional  newspapers  of  general 
circulation  the  kind  of  Inflammatory 
writing  that  editors  once  thought  to 
be  la  order  at  every  moment  at  crisis 
between  the  races.

“Language  is  a  great  bar,”  said  Mrs. 
Arvids  Lidacis.  an  attractive  young 
Latvian  woman,  who  came  here  six 
months  ago  from  a  camp  for  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  in  Germany.  She  and 
her  husband  and  six  year  old  daugh¬ 
ter  now  live  in  New  Jersey.  Language, 
however,  is  fast  becoming  less  of  a 
problem  to  her,  and  young  Maya  has 
become  a  real  little  American  in  these 
few  months,  and  speaks  English 
fluently. 

She  came  in  from  school  and  told 
us  about  her  work  in  the  first  grade. 
“Each  day  we  learn  to  write  a  new 
word,”  she  said.  “Tomorrow  we  will 
write  ‘like.’” 

Their  apartment  consisted  of  one 
room,  with  the  use  of  a  kitchen  down¬ 
stairs.  The  room,  which  contained 
beds  fixed  up  as  day  couches,  was 
neat  and  attractive.  There  were  books 
and  flowers. 

At  a  large  table  In  front  of  the 
window  sat  her  husband  reading  an 
American  newspaper.  Mr.  Lidacis  said 
that  there  is  to  be  a  Latvian  paper 
started  soon  in  New  York,  for  which 
he  will  translate  articles  from  Amer¬ 
ican  newspapers.  “Many  of  our  peo¬ 
ple  cannot  read  English,”  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lidacis  were  both  stu¬ 
dents  in  Latvia.  He  was  studying  to 
be  an  astronomer  and  she  was  train¬ 
ing  as  a  pharmacist.  They  fled  from 
Latvia  to  Czechoslovakia  and  later 
from  there  into  Germany,  twelve  days 
on  foot,  pushing  the  two  year  old 
baby  in  her  carriage,  and  carrying  a 
bag  of  clothes  on  their  backs. 

Mr.  Lidacis  had  photographs  of 
Camp  Volka  in  Germany  where  they 
lived  with  3500  DPs.  In  the  early  pic¬ 
tures  were  long  army  barracks  in  a 
state  of  dilapidation  and  dirt  and 
huge  masses  of  barbed  wire  The 
place  had  been  used  as  a  concentra¬ 
tion  camp  under  Hitler.  Later  ones 
showed  buildings  cleaned  and  repair¬ 
ed  by  the  DPs.  and  neat  walks  bor¬ 
dered  with  petunias  and  asters.

What 
circulation  *1i  to  the  human  body,

How  to  make  them  maximally  val¬ 
uable  is  an  ever  present  problem. 

The  dictionary  defines  an  editor  as 
•one  who  superintends,  revises,  cor¬ 
rects,  and  prepares  a  newspaper  for 
publication.”  The  editor's  first  busi¬ 
ness  Is  not  to  write  editorials  but  to 
secure  and  edit  materials  from  others. 

Obviously  much  that  comes  in  to 
the  editor  of  a  religious  paper  is  not, 

In  the  form  in  which  It  Is  received, 
••fit  to  print.”  Some  of  H  may  have 
no  place  in  a  religious  Journal;  much 
of  It  must  be  virtually  re-written  be¬ 
fore  It  reaches  the  standard  set  by  a 
conscientious  editor. 

lfay  not  the  editor  lay  some  of 
the  blame  for  bis  difficulties  on  the 
seminaries?  In  every  seminary  heavy 
stress  Is  laid  on  teaching  students  to 
preach,  but  traditionally  little  has 
been  done  to  teach  them  to  write  for 
the  denominational  presa  Growing 
realization  of  this  neglect  and  need 
has  led  to  the  instituting  of  a  course 
in  Southern  Seminary  listed  in  the 
catalogue  as  “The  Ministry  of  Writ¬ 
ing.”  The  goal  is  the  development  of 
writers  with  skill  and  purpose  whose 
preaching  and  teaching  ministries 
will  be  supplemented  by  equally  effec¬ 
tive  writing  ministries. 

A  recent  assignment  In  this  course 
called  for  comparative  study  and 
•valuation  of  the  papers  which  make 
■p  our  Southern  Baptist  press.  An 
objective  rating  scale  was  devised, 
consisting  of  the  following  tests:  (1) 
physical  appearance,  (2)  editorial 
skill,  (S)  reader  appeal.  (4)  construc¬ 
tive  purpose,  (5)  quality  of  contrib¬ 
uted  articles,  (6)  quality  and  variety 
of  materials,  (7)  amount  and  approp- 
riatene&s  of  advertising.  Results  of 
'  the  study  may  be  thus  summarised: 

1.  Our  Baptist  editors  are  experi¬ 
encing  grace  difficulty  In  maintaining 
high  Journalistic  standards  for  ob¬ 
vious  economic  reason — mounting 
costs  without  correspondingly  in¬ 
creased  Income. 

2.  The  trend  of  some  of  the  papers 
seems  to  be  too  much  In  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  becoming  "denominational 
bulletins,"  organs  for  promotion  of 
denominational  Interests  and  Insti¬ 
tutions.  “Reader  appeal”  was  often 
rated  low. 

3.  High  quality  of  editorials  often 
stood  In  strong  contrast  to  poor  qual¬ 
ity  of  contributed  articles.  It  would 
seem  that  many  of  those  who  could 
write  best  are  not  being  Induced  to 
write. 

4.  Quantity  and  variety  of  high- 
grade  contributed  articles  had  to  be 
rated  for  some  of  the  papers  as  “me¬ 
dium  to  low.” 

5.  There  urgently  needs  to  be  a 
widespread  revival  of  concern  for  our 
Baptist  papers,  expressing  itself  In 
deeper  appreciation  of  their  function, 
and  greater  willingness  and  ability  to 
write  for  their  pages. 

AD  together,  we  ought  to  realize  our 
sense  of  partnership  with  our  Baptist 
editors,  aiding  them  not  only  to  se- 
*ur«  mors  readers  but  to  attract  more 
better  writers.

BAPTISTS  REJECT  PUBLIC 
FUNDS  FOR  INSTITUTIONS 

EL  PASO,  Tex  — (RN8)— The  execu¬ 
tive  board  of  the  Baptist  General 
Convention  of  Texas  adopted  a  report 
here  urging  its  nine  schools  and  five 
hospitals  to  shun  federal  or  state  aid. 

Following  the  Board’s  action,  Dr. 
J.  Howard  Williams,  executive  secre¬ 
tary,  disclosed  that  the  Valley  Bap¬ 
tist  Hospital  at  Harlingen  recently 
abandoned  a  request  to  the  federal 
government  for  money. 

Dr.  Williams  explained  that  the 
hospital  was  to  have  raised  $500,000 
and  the  government  was  to  provide 
$274,000  for  expansion.  He  said  trus¬ 
tees  called  off  the  campaign  after  de¬ 
ciding  that  federal  aid  would  be  a 
violation  of  the  Baptist  position  on 
the  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

In  order  that  some  of  the  proposed 
expansion  might  be  carried  out,  the 
Executive  Board  voted  to  guarantee 
the  Harlingen  Hospital  $100,000  for 
the  next  four  years  if  the  hospital 
raised  $138,000  itself. 

Dr.  Williams  told  reporters  that 
five  Baptist  hospitals  in  the  South, 
three  of  which  are  in  Texas,  had  been 
offered  Federal  aid  in  various 
amounts.

Chinese  Christian  Schools 
Restricted  By  Communists 

SHANGHAI  —  <RN8>  —  China* 
Christian  middle  schools  (the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  American  high  schools)  faced 
crucial  tests  as  they  reopened  for 
a  new  academic  year. 

During  the  summer,  teachers  at¬ 
tended  "Indoctrination  courses”  ex¬ 
plaining  the  principles  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  “New  Democracy.”  In  one  case 
at  least,  a  teacher  who  did  not  at¬ 
tend  the  course  has  not  been  permit¬ 
ted  to  resume  her  teaching  activities. 

In  some  cases,  authorities  have 
placed  their  own  teacher  on  the 
school  payroll.  In  other  Instances, 
teachers  already  on  the  staff  who 
have  revealed  their  sympathies  with 
Communism  will  teach  the  course. 

The  Kuomintang  banned  Bible 
study  as  a  required  course  in  the 
nineteen-thirties.  Communist  author¬ 
ities  have  gone  a  step  farther  and 
banned  Bible  study  aHogether  as  a 
part  of  the  curriculum.  However,  they 
have  not  interfered  with  such  study 
oo  a  voluntary  basis  after  school 
hours.

WHY  SO  MANY 
CHURCH  MEMBERS  STRAY 

By  WILLIAM  JAMBS  ROBINSON 
Many  churches  have  “padded" 
membership  rolls.  One  deacon,  a  very  1 
devoted  Christian,  told  me  that  his 
ehurch  roll  carried  1,500  names  and  i 
that  they  could  not  depend  on  800  to  | 
help  carry  on  the  work  of  the  church. 
Less  than  000  attended  Sunday 
school.  Many  members  of  this  church 
were  not  bearing  “much  fruit.”  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  the  pastor  who  preaches  to 
one  third  as  many  persons  as  there 
are  names  on  his  church  roll  has  an 
average  congregation.  Only  one-half 
of  the  adults  In  an  average  church 
give  creditably.  There  Is  a  reason,  a 
cause,  for  this  falling  away. 

Many  pastors  put  very  little  stress 
on  the  fact  that  “all  have  sinned  and 
come  short  of  the  glory  of  God" 
(Rom.  3:23>. 

Many  urge  their  hearers  with  such 
appeals  as  “Take  Jesus  as  your  Sav¬ 
iour”  or  "give  your  heart  to  Jesus." 
and  Ignore  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spir¬ 
it  in  the  salvation  of  souls. 

Many  Unsaved 

They  do  not  demand  that  one  nyist 
be  convicted  of  sin;  neither  do  they 
urge  upon  their  hearers  “repentance 
toward  God  and  faith  toward  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ."  Unless  one  has  a 
profound  consciousness  (conviction) 
of  sin  that  moves  him  to  genuine  re¬ 
pentance  toward  God  and  a  firm  re¬ 
liance  upon  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
there  Is  no  salvation  for  him.  The  best 
evidence  one  can  have  that  he  has 
been  “bom  again"  and  adopted  Into 
the  family  of  God  Is  that  whereas  he 
.was  once  miserable  he  now  has  “the 
peace  of  Ood  that  passe th  under¬ 
standing.” 

Nothing  short  of  this  experience 
that  brings  consciousness  of  having 
been  a  great  sinner  and  having  found 
a  great  Saviour  will  produce  great 
Christian  character  and  conduct. 

Since  many  church  members  have 
not  had  an  experience  of  grace,  such 
as  I  have  described,  it  U  possible  that 
many  of  our  church  members  are  not 
saved.  On  one  occasion  whan  Jesus 
'preached  strong  doctrines  “many  of 
his  disciples  walked  no  more  with 
him”  (John  6:66>.  Speaking  of  anoth¬ 
er  falling  away  John  said  “they  went 
out  from  us  but  they  were  not  of  us” 
(I  John  2:191.  These  passages  support 
my  conclusion  that  many  church 
members  are  not  saved. 

Rad  Example  Of  Membeiw 

The  bad  example  of  some  promi¬ 
nent  church  members  cause  some  to 
fall  away.  I  once  knew  two  very  ad¬ 
mirable  men,  who  were  very  Influen¬ 
tial  In  their  church,  who  would  take 
their  wives  to  prayer  meeting  and 
then  go  to  one’s  home  and  play  cards 
until  the  service  at  the  church  was 
over;  Sunday  morning  they  were  con- 
•picious  for  their  activities  In  the 
ehurch  service.  This  chilled  the  spir¬ 
ituality  of  many  weak  members  of 
the  church. 

New  bom  souls  are  “babes  In 
Christ"  and  need  nurturing.  In  many 
instances  they  do  not  get  It,  and  fall 
away  for  lack  of  helpfulness.  Spiritu¬ 
ally-minded  Christians  should  gladly 
watch  over  such  cases. 

Others  fall  away  because  they  are 
not  Impressed  with  the  seriousness  of 
ehurch  membership.  It  Is  so  easy  to 
Join  a  church  that  It  seems  a  small 
matter  to  many. 

Now  For  Remedies 

Pastors  need  to  stress  with  serious 
earnestness,  fervor,  tenderness  and 
persistence  "repentance  toward  God 
and  faith  toward  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ"  that  produces  a  “new  creation

Court  Doc  linos  To  Sottio 
Religious  Disputes 

MONTGOMERY,  Ala.— <RN8)-Th* 
Alabama  State  Supreme  Court  has 
ruled  that  the  court  la  do  place  to 
settle  religious  disputes. 

Refusing  to  step  Into  lawsuits  grow¬ 
ing  out  of  disagreements  among 
members  of  two  Alabama  churches,  the 
high  tribunal  agreed  with  the  lower 
courts  that  the  issues  raised  could  not 
properly  be  settled  In  the  courts. 

One  trial  Juage.  W.  W.  Rayburn,  ob¬ 
served  in  rendering  his  Judgment: 

“This  court  and  no  other  court  in 
Alabama  can  eay  who  Is  right  In  doc¬ 
trinal  belief  and  I  believe  all  of  them 
(parties  to  the  suit)  ought  to  spend 
more  time  on  their  knees  than  in 
court." 

The  two  suits  Involved  the  Church 
of  Ood  of  the  New  Protestant  In  one 
community  and  the  Primitive  Bap¬ 
tist  church  In  another. 

D.  M.  Holt,  a  former  pastor  of  the 
Church  of  Ood.  petitioned  for  an  In¬ 
junction  to  keep  Orady  Scott,  assis¬ 
tant  pastor,  and  members  of  the  con¬ 
gregation  from  using  the  church  He 
contended  that  they  had  departed 
from  the  fundamental  tenets  and 
practices  of  the  church  as  prescribed 
in  the  “Articles  of  Faith  ’* 

Justice  Robert  T.  Simpson,  who 
wrote  the  opinion,  said:  “It  Is  mani¬ 
fest  that  this  is  purely  a  doctrinal 
dispute  which  the  court  could  not  and 
should  not  attempt  to  *  resolve.  It 
Is  typically  a  matter  for  resolution 
within  the  society  and  one  on  which 
the  civil  law  should  lay  no  hand." 

In  the  other  suit,  R  F.  Copeland 
and  J.  P.  Copeland,  ousted  members 
from  the  Primitive  Baptist  church, 
seeking  reinstatement,  averred  they 
were  “the  true  doctrinaires  of  the 
Primitive  Baptist  faith.” 

In  regard  to  this  suit.  Justice  Simp¬ 
son  said  the  guiding  rule  Is  that 
courts  will  not  Interfere  with  factional 
differences  arising  In  an  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  body  unless  It  clearly  appears  that 
there  Is  an  attempt  to  transfer  the 
church  property  to  another  denomi¬ 
nation  or  Its  nse  to  a  group  radically 
opposed  to  the  “distinctive  doctrines'* 
of  the  church.

A  few  days  ago  a  young  man  of 
Washington.  D.  C..  enclosed  In  a  per¬ 
sonal  letter  a  mimeographed  page 
containing  &me  startling  information 
concerning  a  group  of  eight  of  the 
most  successful  financiers  in  America 
25  years  ago.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  this  Information  about  men  of 
wealth  was  collected  by  a  millionaire 
by  the  name  of  Lurie,  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

We  were  interested  to  observe  that 
the  young  business  man  who  sent  the 
information,  added  the  footnote, 
“What  shall  It  profit  a  man  If  .  .  .?” 

But  here  Is  the  startling  statement 
and  tragic  facts  prepared  by  the  mil¬ 
lionaire  : 

In  1923.  a  group  of  the  world's  most 
successful  financiers  met  at  the  Edge- 
water  Beach  hotel  In  Chicago.  Present 
were: 

The  president  of  the  largest  inde¬ 
pendent  steel  company. 

The  president  of  the  largest  utility 
company. 

The  greatest  wheat  speculator. 

The  president  of  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange. 

A  member  of  the  President’s  cabi¬ 
net. 

The  greatest  “bear"  in  Wall  Street. 
The  president  of  the  Bank  of  In¬ 
ternational  Settlements. 

The  head  of  the  world’s  greatest 
monopoly. 

Collectively,  these  tycoons  con¬ 
trolled  more  wealth  than  there  was 
In  the  United  States  Treasury,  and 
for  years  newspapers  and  magazines 
had  been  printing  their  success  stories 
and  urging  the  youth  of  the  nation 
to  follow  their  examples.  Twenty-five 
years  later,  let’s  see  what  happened 
to  these  men. 

The  president  of  the  largest  Inde¬ 
pendent  steel  company,  Charles 
Schwab,  lived  on  borrowed  money  the 
last  five  years  of  his  life,  and  died 
broke. 

The  president  of  the  largest  utility 
company,  Samnuel  Insull,  died  broke, 
and  In  semi-disgrace.

"I  Like  If,"  Soy*  Missionary

FORT  WORTH,  Tex.— (BP)— “I  Uke 
teaching  the  natives  of  Africa,  and  I 
feel  that’s  where  Ood  wants  me  to 
be.”  says  Miss  May  Perry,  small,  soft- 
spoken  Southern  Baptist  mission ry  to 
Africa  for  28  years,  now  in  this  coun¬ 
try  on  her  sixth  furlough.  She  teach¬ 
es  In  a  school  for  girls  and  Is  now 
at  Southwestern  Baptist  Seminary 
here  brushing  u  p  on  her  teaching 
technique. 

A  native  of  Georgia.  Miss  Perry’s 
African  community  Is  a  tiny  settle¬ 
ment  of  mud  houses  and  thatched^ 
roofs  called  Abeokuta.  65  miles  from’ 
civilization.  In  Nigeria.  About  the  size 
of  Texas  and  Oklahoma,  Nigeria  has 
a  population  of  about  22.000.000  Ne¬ 
groes  and  5,000  whites. 
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RURAL  CHURCH  EXTENDS 
AN  "EVANGELISTIC  ARM" 

WILLIAMSBURG,  Va— <BP>— The 
Jamestown  vicinity  of  America’s  first 
English  settlement  now  boasts  one  of 
the  most  active  rural  churches  in  the 
South.  It  Is  the  46-year-old  James 
River  Baptist  Church  that  maintains 
two  meeting  houses,  five  miles  apart. 

The  church  Itself  Is  located  deep  In 
the  woods,  seven  miles  northwest  of 
Jamestown  Island.  Within  the  past 
two  years  a  new  $41,000  auditorium 
and  educational  building  has  been 
erected,  completed  with  carpeted 
floors,  oak  pews  and  electric  organ. 
The  congregation  meets  In  this  build¬ 
ing  for  all  daytime  services. 

The  second  building  for  night  serv¬ 
ices  is  five  miles  away  and  Is  called 
the  “evangelistic  arm”  of  the  church. 
It  grew  out  of  a  tent  revival  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  church  two  years  ago. 
The  cinder  block  building  seats  400 
and  is  equipped  with  latest  type  opera 
chairs,  hot  air  furnace,  and  pastor’s 
study. 

Since  beginning  its  "evangelistic 
arm”  this  country  church  has  received 
125  new  members,  5  for  baptism  Per 
capita  gifts  last  year  were  $87  .  24. 

Rev.  Jesse  Bowman,  formerly  a  bus¬ 
iness  man  of  Richmond,  has  been  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  church  since  1942.  The 
church  recently  completed  a  revival 
with  Rev.  Percy  Ray.  Myrtle.  Miss., 
doing  the  preaching.
